Inspectors Arrive 
To Look Over City 
Fire Preventions 


H. J. Clark, Oklahoma CUy, chief 
engineer of the Oklahoma Inspec 
Hon Bureau, and Clifford Anderson, 
electrical engineer with the bureau, 
arrived 
in

make a survey of all fire protection 
in the city with intention of making 
recommendation on the revisal of 
present fire insurance rates here. 
They will 
spend

four 
months here and will cover prac­ 
tically the entire city looking into 
the fire protection system. This will 
include a thorough inspection of 
the city fire department, aH water 
mains, 
heating systems, electrical 
wiring, and other phases that have 
a bearing upon insurance rates. 
This is the first time in about 
eight years, according to local in­ 
surance representatives, that such 
an inspection of the city has been 
made.

THE EAST IS PEEVED. 


Eastern interests are reported very much concerned over 
the elevation of Senator McCumber of North Dakota to the 
chairmanship of the Finance Committee of the senate to 
succeed Senator Penrose. The promotion of McCumber comes 
as a result of the rule of seniority that has prevailed in both 
houses of congress for many years. During the Wilson ad­ 
ministration most of the chairmanships were held by Southern 
men under this rule. Some sections of the Eastern press threw 
conniption fits about the nation being ruled by Southerners 
arid now they are worried about McCumber. The fact is that 
the East has ruled the nation so long that a lot of those fel­ 
lows have come to look upon it as an inherent right with the 
rest of the country attached to the East for revenue purposes 
only. It is high time that some other section had a chance to 
direct some of the legislative machinery to the benefit of the 
nation as a whole instead of. for the East alone. We are not 
sufficiently familiar with McCumber’s record to forecast his 
course in his new position, but at all events he knows that the 
country west of Buffalo, New York, is inhabited by a civili­ 
zed race of people who have some interests to be considered 
in framing legislative programs. Until just a few years ago 
weather reports from Washington were not wired farther west 
than St. Louis. This is a small matter in itself, but it gives 
one an idea of the conception of the West held by the East­ 
erners who have controlled the government most of the time 
since the Civil War.

lxost— Foul Billion Dollars. 
• (Kansas City Journal) 
Tho government statisticians show 
that during the year 1920 strikes 
cost the wage-earners of the United 
Stater the staggering total of *4,- 
000,000.000, through voluntary idle­ 
ness. It seems to have taken con­ 
siderable time to compile the figures 
but they are none the less instruc­ 
tive and their warning is even en­ 
hanced by the showing. 
This does not mean the unemploy­ 
ment made unavoidable through in­ 
dustrial depression. It does not in 
elude even any lockouts, which are 
rare as to be neglible. It means 
that if every worker who deliberate 
iy threw down his tools had re­ 
mained on the job, the workers in 


a g g r e g a t e would have received foul 
billions of dollars more than the\ 
did receive— $13,000,000 for every 
working day in the year. 
Is it any wonder that 1921 was 
not characterized by the upward 
trend of conditions that wa3 so con­ 
fidently piedicted? 
If those 
four 
billions ot dollars had gone into 
the channels cl trade, they would 
have very m easurably strengthened 
the business situation. They would 
have bought four billions of dollars 
worth of goods that the manufact­ 
urer did not make or the merchant 
did not sell. 
Could anything be more senseless 
than this spectacle of four billions 
of dollars in wages being voluntar­ 
ily rejected, necessitating the in- 
vountarily withholding of at least 
many hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars which they would have enabled 
other workers to earn? Isn’t it about 
time for legislation which will en­ 
force 
the 
settlement 
of 
disputes 
without resort to this vicious sys­ 
tem of strikes—taking tho bread 
from the mouths of not only strikers 
and their families, but of men who 
are eager to earn their livelihood? 


Chili and Peru have agreed to submit their differences 
to arbitration. Back in the late ’70’s Chili defeated Peru and 
Bolivia in war and took as part of the spoils of conquest some 
of their coast provinces, agreeing that after a lapse of twenty 
years the inhabitants should vote on the question of remain­ 
ing a part of Chile or return to their first allegiance. Now it 
happens that the rich nitrate fields from which Chile draws 
most of her revenues are located in these provinces. Natur­ 
ally she was not inclined to give them up and having the 
biggest guns and more of them than Peru, refused to call the 
promised election. It is now up to the board of arbitration to 
decide the matter. 


The planet Jupiter is several hundred times the size of 
our earth.

embodiment of

scribe as the first definite military 
policy of the United StateS*since the 
nation’s formation. 
As provided in the defense act 
by which it was created, the or­ 
ganized reserve is 
composed

Thoroughly 
organized 
throughout 
the United States, it will provide 
officers for a fighting machine the 
various parts of which are already 
designated and correlated. 
Check Officers Records. 
Slowly, quietly and carefully the 
staff officers in the headquarters 
here have beqn for nearly three 
months checking 
and 
re-checking 
the records of Oklahoma officers in 
the world war and making assign­ 
ments to the many units of this or­ 
ganization scattered throughout the 
statq.

When 
recruited 
to 
maximum 
strength, the 95th division will in­ 
clude 905 officers. At the present 
time this strength is only 20 per 
cent completed. It is hopejd that IOO 
per cent strength may oe reached 
by July I, according to staff offi­ 
cers. At that time the state will 
be completely covered with a skele­ 
tonized army which would come in 
to being upon an hour’s notifica­ 
tion. A flash from Washington to

score or more telegrams rushed from 
here to various commanders thru- 
out the state, and the division would

With officers thus assembled and 
ready to assume command of men 
who volunteer or are drafted, thq 
organization of each company would 
be rushed to completion as a local 
organiaztion.
